Dalia — 


After approving a revised host-city bid document, my colleagues and I authorized Mayor Eric Garcetti’s 
pursuit of the 2024 Summer Olympic Games. Immediately after Tuesday’s vote, the United States 
Olympic Committee announced that Los Angeles is the U.S. selection to compete against Paris, Rome, 
and Hamburg to secure the Games. The announcement will be made in 2017. 

This is now a “marathon” and Los Angeles is in an excellent position to take home the gold. We have 
most of the infrastructure in place, and a rich Olympic Games tradition, after serving as host city in 1932 
and 1 984. We are a city of incredible diversity and home to people from every corner of the globe. In 
short, we have the capacity to produce a culturally rich, world-class event! 

But, several things need to happen before the City Council agrees to sign the host city contract. Over 
the next several months, we will closely scrutinize all financial, logistical, and security considerations. As 
a member of the ad hoc Committee on the 2024 Summer Olympics, I will ensure that taxpayers are not 
on the hook for cost overruns. This Council should be fully prepared to walk away if the terms are 
unfavorable to the City. We need to look to LA 2025, and envision a Los Angeles that has benefited from 
hosting a third Summer Olympic Games.

Friends, we are in a position of strength in negotiating the details before hosting the Olympics. If we run 
this “marathon” successfully, and I think we will, Los Angeles will be better positioned to provide an 
extraordinary experience for athletes and fans from around the world, and build an even better future for 
the City of Angels.

Hi Herman, regarding the assessment increases that I found in your County data list: 

Assessments can't be increased during the BID term due to an error in the original data. For example, if a condo or bldg sqft was actually

Suzanne, I just left you a voice mail. It might be easier to correspond by email as I tend to be in and out of my office throughout the day. 
Could you clarify the issue regarding this parcel? Are you disputing that the assessment can't be raised to reflect the building sqft that is 
on the parcel? 

From what I'm seeing in the email trail, this wasn't new construction but a failure of the County to update their records at the time of the 
BID renewal. Am I interpreting the information from Herman correctly? If this building was known to have already been completed at that 
time, the optimal course would have been to make estimates of the building sqft and use that figure to calculate the assessment. This didn't 
happen, so it is considered an omission of the correct sqft. Omissions and errors in the building sqft, land sqft and frontage can't be 
corrected later to increase the stakeholder's assessment. Assessments can be reduced at any time if a mistake is discovered later. Of 
course, if it is determined that the building was under construction during that time, then that assessment could be increased to reflect the 
new building sqft after the building is completed.

Dear Friend: 

Earlier this week, I joined Mayor Eric Garcetti and my City Council 
colleagues to announce the first step of a comprehensive 
strategy to address the issue of homelessness in Los Angeles. 

Homelessness is the defining problem of our times in Los 
Angeles. It's a moral crisis we face everyday as more than 25,000 
people continue to live on our city's streets, a 12 percent increase 
over the past two years. It is also a quality of life issue for 
neighborhoods across the city and an ongoing financial strain on 
our budget. 

In April, the City’s Chief Administrative Officer released a report 
stating that the City of Los Angeles spends more than $100 
million a year coping with homelessness. 


Roughly $87 million goes to arrests, skid row police patrols and 
mental health interventions. That means almost nine-tenths of 
what we spend on homelessness right now is spent on 
enforcement, and it's done entirely without a plan. 

As our CAO said then, "we are spending $100 million to manage 
the problem." For me, that’s not good enough. It's not acceptable 
for our city, for this Council and for our taxpayers. We can't just 
keep managing this problem. We need to find a solution - and 
we need to start right now. 

With that imperative in mind, and following the lead of our 
Mayor, I co-presented a motion with Council President Wesson, 
Councilmember Bonin and Councilmember Huizar to address the 
issue head on. The motion instructs city staff to draft a multi-year 
spending plan aimed at reducing homelessness in LA. 

If we cannot figure out a way to solve this issue, to provide 
permanent supportive housing for those who need it, and to 
connect people to real services that will help them get off the 
streets and improve their lives, then we will be failing our 
communities. 

We must find a way to tackle homelessness - a way that is led by 
compassion and a strong collective moral compass, but also one 
that makes financial sense in the way we use city funds.

The Alternative to Billboard Blight 





LOS ANGELES - This week, Councilmember Krekorian submitted a letter to the City Planning Commi s sion 
urging them to reject the draft ordinances before them governing digital off-site signs (aka billboards) and 
instead to adopt an alternative plan that would reduce billboard blight and improve neighborhood services 
throughout the city. 

Krekorian is opposed to the current version of the billboard ordinances because they would allow up to 500 
digital billboards to be placed on private properties across Los Angeles, possibly in residential facing locations. 
The plans would also give amnesty to 1,000 illegal billboards in LA neighborhoods. 

His alternative is to adopt a public option that would allow a much smaller number of digital billboards on city- 
owned properties only and require a big reduction in existing static billboards. He is opposed to amnesty for 
illegal billboards - under Krekorian's plan, all would be required to come down. 

Krekorian would cap the number of billboards citywide, make sure they are placed equitably throughout the 
city, create a way for residents to give input on where digital billboards should be placed and require an 
environmental review for each billboard. 

This is the only kind of digital sign ordinance that would directly benefit the residents of Los Angeles by 
providing our communities with real control over sign placement and operations, while also potentially 
generating tens of millions of dollars in revenue for our city. The funds could be used for improving 
neighborhood services, like street resurfacing, sidewalk repair, tree trimming and public safety, and dealing 
with our homeless crisis. 

A report on Krekorian's plan will be discussed at the next Planning Commi s sion meeting in late October.

LOS ANGELES - Metro and 25 regional transit agencies joined forces on the TAP network to 
create the largest seamless transportation system in the nation. 

The move, led by Metro, brings 26 county agencies, with 3,800 buses, under one umbrella to 
accept TAP as a universal fare platform for riders where passengers can transfer to bus or train 
from any transit provider with ease. 

TAP is a fare collection system featuring a smart card with a computer chip embedded within the 
plastic card. A new TAP card has an expected life of 10 years and can be reloaded and 
reused. Metrolink features a TAP enabled paper ticket and Access Services clients may use 
their TAP-enabled card to ride on participating transit agencies.
